WARSAW, Nov. 7.—It is reported 
that Ataman Petlura’s latest desper- 
ate effort to overthrow the Russian 
soviet’s power in the Ukraine has 
failed completely at -last. 

After penetrating more than fifty 
miles into the interior of the Ukraine 
the Petlurists were forced to retreat 
to the Roumanian and Polish borders. 
None of the village or town popula- 
tions were willing to obey the Petlur- 
ists’ mobilization orders. The civil- 
ians refused to hand over the soviet 
officials to the insurgent bands. Gangs 
of bandits are still ravaging the coun- 
try along the River Zbrucz. 

Throughout the territory, where the 
rebels experienced their initial suc- 
cesses the telephoneand telegraph wires 
have been cut. Husiatyn and Grodek 
were recaptured by the Red troops 
after a sharp battle.

The robbery occurred shortly 
after 9 o’clock. It was in prog- 
ress nearly an hour. The bandits 
then escaped in an automobile, 
driving west on the Dixie high- 
way. By 2 o’clock this morning 
posses totaling more than 500 per- 
sons were scouring the surround- 
ing country for traces of them.

Board Train at Paxton. 


The New Orleans train arrived 
at Paxton at 8:58 p. m. There 
two men boarded the tender un- 
seen by the train crew. Two and 
one-half miles south of Paxton. 
there is a bridge over the Ver- 
milion river. As the headlights 
of the train touched the ap- 
proaches of the bridge the two 
men on the tender donned masks 
and crepteover the coal. 

The train whistled for the 
bridge and Engineer Jack Fogar- 
ty, 6626 Kenwood avenue, felt a 
touch on his arm. He turned 
around, smiling, thinking it was 
his fireman, Harry Bangs. 
Stop Train on Bridge. 

Instead he faced a masked man 
with a gun. 
his pistol pointed at the fireman.

The men were appar- 
ently as desperate as they were pre- 
pared, for they fired at the slightest 
provocation. 

As an illustration of how well the 
robbery was planned and how well in- 
formed the men were, Hevron said, 
they took pains to have _the 
etopped so that the mall car would be 
exactly on the bridge over a creek, 
thereby preventing passengers from 
coming forward in case they were 
alarmed to help the train crew fight.

Two of them walked down the train 
to the first mail car. They rapped on 
the door. “Gimme a wrench—some- 
thing’s broken!” one called to the mail 
clerks inside. 

Clerks Slam Door Shut. 

The two clerks—Thomas Baker of 
Carbondale and Benjamin Bovinetti of 
Mattoon—opened the door a few inches. 
They saw the guns and slammed the 
door shut again. 

“Open that door or we’ll blow it to 
pieces!”’ the bandit leader warnéd. 
There was no reply. | 

Far down the train Arthur Moon. a 
Pullman porter, opened the door and 
glanced out to see what it was all 
about. His silhouette showed against 
the side of the car. One of the ban- 
dits fired and Moon sank, back into the 
doorway. 

From the embankment above two of 
the bandits opened fire on the train, 
and the train crew, aided by a few 
fired back. 

Odor Bombs and Dynamite, 

Meanwhile one of the bandits had 
crawled to the top of the mail car. 
He dropped two odor bombs into the

Plans pve Explained 
by Sponsor. 


Plans for pushing legislation looking 
toward the construction of the pro- 
posed water-rail terminal on the south- 
ern shore of Lake Michigan, between 


the Calumet river and the Indiana Har- 
bor canal, known as the “ Iiliana har- 

r project,” were discussed last night 
at a meeting of the Western Society of 
Engineers. Representatives of the city, 
the Chicago Association of Commerce, 
the sanitary district, and civic organ- 
izations attended. 

A broad outline of the proposed de- 
velopment plan was presented by Col.

Ww. V. Judson, army engineer for the 
Chicago district, who has devoted years

plan contemplates the construction of a 
great system of piers, wharves, and 
railroad yards ample to facilitate the 
movement of the vast amount of 
freight which would be handled 
through the Chicago transfer point 
with the completion of a lakes to the 
gulf deep waterway, 


Provides for 100 Years. 


Col. Judson poisted out that the pol- 
icy of ocean freighters is now to go as 
far inland as possible before discharg- 
ing their cargoes, as evidenced by the 
tonnage supremacy of Montreal over 
Halifax. The Iliana harbor project 
will become a great inland Bush ter- 
minal linking both the St. Lawrence 
and the gulf waterways with rail con- 
nections with the belt lines and trunk 
lines converging in the Chicago dis- 
trict. The plans are so broad in scope 
as to provide for a century's increase 
in traffic. 

The project includes the development 
of Wolf lake, through which the IIli- 
nois-Indiana state line passes, and its 
connection with the lake front project 


for the accommodation of deep draft 
vessels. The plan provides for the con- 
struction of a 20,000 foot breakwater 
and sixteen piers, 3,000 feet long and 
760 feet wide, stretching out into the 
lake and accommodating 232 vessels 
with an average length of 500 feet. 
These piers will be linked by rail with 
a yard along the shore capable of han- 
dling 16,000 freight cars.

“On the hurricane deck of this big 
stump sat a cock quail, and I knew 
from the way he acted that his flock 
was somewhere in the immediate 
neighborhood. As we approached he 


‘dropped from the stump and ran a 


little way along the hedge, uttering a 
sort of whi-éet, whi-eet. 

“ My pard is a city man and not well 
versed in the ways of quail, so he 
followed the bird, hoping to get a good 
look at him. I said nothing, but pres- 
ently what I expected happened. 
Burr-r-r—a covey exploded under his 
feet like a hand grenade and the gray 
and brown fragments flew in a dozen 
directions. My pard was so flustered 
that he stood with his mouth open and 
stared at the departing birds. But, in 
a few days we won't be standing still 
when the birds get into the air, as 
there are just a couple of days to wait 
until the season opens.”

| FARM AND 


MAKING MILK FROM CHEAP 
HOME GROWN ROUGHAGES. 
Transforming cheap roughage into 
marketable milk is one of the ways the 
dairyman has of warding off some of 
the evi's of low prices of farm products 
this winter. But real economy in the 
feeding of such cheap feeds depends 
upon what is mixed in the roughage 
~—how well the ration is balanced. 
-Portein and energy, the latter com- 


ing from carbohydrates and fats, are 


the principal things to be considered 
in mixing other feeds glong with hay, 
corn stover, and similar roughages. 
‘Practically all of the ordinary farm 
roughages, fed to dairy cows in the 
Chicago district as well as the entire 
micdle west, are lacking in protein. 
Clover, alfalfa, soybean, or cow pea 
hays are all good dairy feeds, because 
they supply a large quantity of pro- 
tein, but even with these feeds it ts 
necessary to supply protein in grains 
for best results. 

Cottonseed meal, linseed ofl meal, 
and wheat bran are among the feeds 
that can be fed along with home grown 
roughage to satisfy the protein re 
quirement. This example, figured out 
by the Missouri station’s dairy ex- 
perts, may be used as a guide in bal- 
ancing a ration for your dairy cows 


A cow weighing 1,000 pounds and pro- 


Gucing twenty pounds of four per 
cent milk a day, will need a daily ra. 
tion of a mixture of thirty pounds of 
corn silage, eight pounds of clover hay, 
two pounds each of wheat bran and 
cotton seed meal, and a pound of 
corn meal. 

This ration is not only economical 
but it furnishes the nutrients in the 
right proportion and will keep up the 
milk flow. Most every dairyman {is 
supplied with silage, clover, or alfalfa 
hay, the cheap roughages, In the 
corn belt, where some are short on the

legume hays, they uea gil
